REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are drawn 
to determining a likelihood that a prostate hyperplasia is a benign prostate hyperplasia by 
detecting a decrease in p27 RNA expression in a sample of hyperplasia as compared to a normal 
prostate sample. The claims are also drawn to determining a likelihood that a prostate 
hyperplasia is a benign prostate hyperplasia by detecting a decrease in p27 RNA expression in a 
sample of hyperplasia as compared to a normal prostate sample and further comprising 
determining and comparing the amount of p27 protein expressed in a hyperplasia sample and 
normal prostate sample. The closest prior art is that of Roberts et al (US Patent 6,316,208) 
which teaches and claims a method of evaluating a cancer patient's prognosis by determining the 
level of human p27 protein wherein a reduced level of p27 in the sample correlates with an 
increased risk for recurrence of a cancer. Roberts further teaches that the cancer can be prostate 
carcinoma. The claims are allowable over the prior art of Roberts because Roberts does not 
teach or fairly suggest determining a likelihood that a prostate hyperplasia is a benign prostate 
hyperplasia by detecting a decrease in p27 RNA expression in a sample of hyperplasia as 
compared to a normal prostate sample. Further, neither Roberts nor the art in general teach or 
suggest a correlation between expression of p27 RNA or protein in prostate carcinoma and 
benign prostate hyperplasia.
